George Machado 


Mourned 


Yorba Linda residents were 
saddened last Friday morning when 
they learned of the death of former 
mayor, George C. Machado. His 
death occurred early that day at St. 
Joseph Hospital, Orange, following 
a lengthy illness. 

George was born Feb. 3, 1925, in 
Santa Barbara. He attended 
elementary and secondary schools in 
that city and was a graduate of Santa 
Barbara High School. At the time of 
death he was 51 years old. 

George was a veteran of World 
War II having served with the 3rd 
Armored Division in Patton’s Army 
in France and Germany. Following 
his discharge he attended the 
University of California Santa 
Barbara where he graduated with a 
BS degree in mathematics in 1951. 

He immediately went to work with 
Douglas Aircraft. He terminated his 
employment with that company in 
1962. Since that time and until his 
death he was employed by Rockwell 
International. 

In 1955 he was united in marriage 
to Barbara Jackson. The family 
moved to Yorba Linda in 1962. 
Three children were born to this 
union: Mike, a freshman student at 
Cal Tech; Doug, a sophomore at 
Troy High School, and daughter 
Carrie, a student at Yorba Linda Jr. 
High School, where she is editor of 
the school paper, Bobcat Tales. 

In 1968, following incorporation, 
George was appointed to the city’s 
first planning commission, where he 
served for two years. In 1970 he was

elected to the city council and was 
immediately elected mayor by his 
colleagues on the council. 

That same year, Mayor and Mrs. 
Machado were appointed to the 
delegation representing the official 
United States group to attend the 
inauguration of Luis Echeverra, 
President of Mexico. 

While serving on the city council 
George became known as_ the 
principal author of the plan which 
was later adopted as the Yorba Linda 
General Plan. The plan called for 
specific densities of population in 
the various zones established 
throughout the city. 

The densities were later picked up 
and used in many other cities in 
Southern California. At the 
expiration of his term in 1974, 


George declined to run_ for 
re-election because of health 
reasons. 

Survivors include his wife 


Barbara; two sons, Mike and Doug; 
daughter, Carrie; father, George C. 
Machado, Santa Barbara; sister 
Dorathy Machado Wood, Woodland 
Hills. 

Memorial services were held 
Sunday afternoon at the United 
Methodist Church at 4 p.m. Rev. 
Dean Humbert was in charge of the 
services. 


Memorials in Mr. Machado’s 
name may be sent to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital Cancer Fund or to the 
Orange County Cancer Society.

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e ordinance establishing a 
business license tax on oil wells 
within the city, whicti calls for a $400 
payment per well and has netted the 
city $91,600 to date in this fiscal 
year, will be modified. 

That was the City Council’s 
decision after hearing representa- 
tives of four oil companies, Shell, 
Tenneco, Union and Gulf, plus a 
spokesman for the Western Oil and 
Gas Association at an adjourned 
meeting Monday. 

City Administrator Art Simonian 
and City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
will revise the ordinance and bring it 
to the April 19 council meeting for 
consideration. 

From all indications, the oil 
companies may not be paying much 
less than they are now if the 
suggestion of Councilman Anton 
Groot, which had a_ majority 
backing, is incorporated into the 
ordinance. 

Groot advocated a $350 per well 
tax plus 5 cents per barrel payment. 
Some quick estimates from figures 
quoted in the hearing made it appear 
that the total payment would be in 
excess of what the companies are 
paying now. 

A graduated payment plan 
introduced by Councilman Irwin 
Fried was rejected as requiring too 
much monitoring and paper work. 

Councilman Dale Chaput main- 
tained that the present ordinance is 
doing the job and requires a 
minimum of work by city staff. He 
added that changing it ‘‘wouldn’t 
make much sense.”’ 

The oil companies asked that they 
be treated as equitably as other 
businesses in the city and cited 
rising cost factors in their 
arguments. 

They contended thateach well is a 
different matter and comparisons 
with what other cities levy in taxes 
was nota valid reason for continuing 
the $400 fee. 

Shell has 17 wells, six of which 
produce oil in an amount of 10,000 
barrels a year. Tentieco said it has SO 
wells which had been producing 600 
barrels per day but because of costs 
had been reduced to 475 barrels per 
day. 

Union has eight producing wells 
out of its 23 in the city but quoted no 
production figures. Gulf’s 88 
producing wells are pumping out 
850 barrels per day. 

The association spokesman cited 
the Arab Oil boycott and import 
percentages as reasons for allowing 
the oil companies to produce as 
much as possible without being 
heavily taxed by the city.

‘Call Home’ Program 


A ‘call home program’ bill, 

introduced by Assemblyman Bruce 
‘Nestande (R-Orange), passed the 
State Assembly 72-0 Monday. 
Assemblyman Nestande introduced 
the bill ‘‘when it came to my 
attention that an 8 year old Placentia 
boy was fatally crushed while 
playing on an oil well pump, on his 
way to school.”’ 

Nestande and others felt that 
‘*some day a youngster’s life could 
be saved if parents are made aware 
of the fact that their child left home, 
but didn’t get to school.”’ 

Nestande pointed out that this bill 
(AB 2667), would ‘‘require all school 
district governing boards to either, 
(1) adopt a pupil attendance 
monitoring program or, (2) deter-

No Ethnic Busing 
USD

The ~34-square-mile Placentia 
Unified School District, only part of 
which is developed, does no busing 
for reasons of ethnic balance, 
members of the Educational 
Facilities Planning Committee were 
informed last week. 

However, the district does bus 
4,000 children each day and 65 
percent of these are elementary 
students. 

A year’s tab for the busing 
required is approximately $291,246 
(based on 1974-75) and of this 
$239,205 is tagged as approved 
busing by state standards. PUSD 
busing costs represent about 1.5 
percent of the district’s total budget. 

The state reimburses to PUSD 
100 percent of special education 
busing or $38,000 annually. The 
state also returns 35 percent of 
approved busing costs, the $239,205 
figure, for a payment of $83,000 for 
regular home-school-home busing. 
That leaves a balance to be picked up 
locally of $170,246. 

PUSD youngsters are bused 
mainly for reasons of distance, the 
report states. Kindergarten through 
third graders are bused if they live 
further away from the school than 
one mile; fourth through sixth 
graders if more than 1% miles; 
seventh through eighth, more than 
1% miles and ninth through twelfth, 
2% miles. 


The district’s 22 large bu8es and 
10 vans cover 41,613 miles a month 
but 9,454 miles of that total (150 
youngsters) involves children in 


special education classes (handicap- 
ped, others).

Approximately 2,361 elementary 
students are bused each day, 27,048 
miles a month or 1,238 miles a day 
for 65 percent of the total. Thirteen 
schools are involved. 

About 825 junior high school 
students are bused each day, 
roughly 8,323 miles a month or 416 
miles a day for 20 percent of the 
total. All three junior highs are 
included. 

Approximately 720 senior high 
students are bused daily over 6,242 
miles a month or 312 miles a day for 
15 percent of the total. Valencia and 
Esperanza High Schools are 
involved. 

Students traveling the longest 
distances are the special education 
youngsters who may go as far as 13 
miles’ traveling from Brea _ to 
Orange. Furthest regular busing is 
approximately six miles from 
Anaheim to Valencia and Kraemer 
and nine miles from the eastern part 
of the district to Golden Elementary. 

The shortest busing is about 
three-quarters of a mile for reasons 
of safety (no sidewalks). Students 
are bused to Orchard and to 
Kraemer and Valencia. 

The report states also that busing 
is a district service with all 
regulation done through district 


policy. There is no mandatory 
legislation concerning it at any 
higher level.

Applications for any 
committee are accepted at any time 
at City Hall, however, appointments 
are only made when a position is 
available.

A number of staff positions had 
been cut for the 1975-1976 school 
year as a result of the defeat of the 
district’s first election for a 
Revenue Limit Increase in May of 
1975. 

A second defeat of a similar 
measure on the March 2, 1976, 
ballot, has resulted in the Board's 
holding the line on the adding of 
any new positions for fiscal 
1976-1977. 

This will mean that average 
class size will remain at 30 in 
grades Kindergarten through 
sixth grade and at 27 for the 
departmentalized seventh and 
eighth grade program. 

Average class size prior to the 
first tax defeat was 27'4 for 
grades K-6 and 25 for grades 7 
and 8. 

Other continuing effects of a 
tight budget will be: 

1. Lack of textbooks 
instructional supplies. 

2. No Remedial Math teacher 
at the Junior High. 

3. Less elective classes at the 
Junior High. 

4. Sweeping classrooms every 
other day. 

5. Lack of field trips. 

6. No after school athletics at 
the seventh and éighth grade 
level. 

7. Lack of maintenance and 
repair of buildings.
